plete explanation of elementary school financial support and 


is given by Harold W. Sook, dis- 
trict superintendent of the Upland 
school district. 

“Due to the great differences in 
the ability to support elementary 
education among the elementary 
school districts .of the State of 
California, it is desirable to im- 
prove upon the present method of 
financing elementary education in 
our state. Under the present plan 
of financial support for element- { 
ary education the state contri- 
butes $60 per unit of average daily 
attendance and the local district 
is permitted to levy an oe 
ary tax rate not to exceed 90c 
per one hundred dollars of the 
assessed valuation. For the one- 
year period 1943-1944 a $6- per 
unit of average daily attendance 
‘emergency bonus was granted by 
the state legislature. As yet we 
have no assurance that this $6

Per- 
mission was not given to state the 
names of the persons saved by 
the drug. 

The miraculous saving of the 
lives of two persons — an adult 
and an eight-month-old baby, oc- 
cured over the past week-end. A 
man, suffering with blood poison- 
ing, his temperature 105 degrees, 
was given relief. Usual ad- 
ministration of the ‘“‘sulfa” drugs 
ffects an improvement, but. these 
brought no change for the des- 
perately ill patient. . Three hun- 
dred thousand units of penicillin 
were administered and within 48 
hours the man was discharged 
from the hospital, well on the way 
to recovery. He was discharged 
yesterday. 

The eight-month-old baby was 
entered at the hospital Friday 
with severe burns on the face and 
a limb and in convulsions. The 
temperature was 105 and 3-5 de- 
grees. On Saturday morning, af- 
‘ter administration of 100,000 units 
of penicillin, the temperature was 
down to 101 degrees. The baby 
was removed to its home by ap- 
preciative parents yesterday. A 
quarter of a million units of the 
drug were used in saving the tot’s 
life, according to Dr. Aita.
